K arshner, an employee of the bank 
fo r the last 15 years, appeared be­ 
fore Com m issioner Newlon Friday 
afternoon and confessed th a t she 
had taken bank money in 
the 
* amount, of approxim ately $14,000. 
She told the court th a t she "had no 
desire for counsel.” 
M rs. K arshner told Com m ission­ 
er Newlon th a t she had taken the 
m oney to ‘ play the horses.” She 
had gam bled on the races for sev­ 
eral years, the court w as inform ­ 
ed, m aking beta in Columbut and 
in D ayton. 
The w a rra n t for her a rre st w as 
» signed by L. E 
*■' Bureau of Investigation agent, who 
charged th a t Mrs. K arshner "did 
knowingly, unlaw fully and wilfully 
embezzle, ab stract or 
m isapply 
money, funds or chedit of a Fed­ 
eral R eserve B ank or a m em ber 
bank to w it: The F irst N ational 
B ank of Circleville.” M urphy was 
also the arrestin g officer. 
1986 Date Cited 
D ate of the defalcation w as al- 
m leged to have been A ugust 31, 
1936. Investigating officers said 
the shortages "w ere cleverly con­ 
cealed and m ade in such a m anner 
as to alm ost defy detection.” The 
defalcation w as discovered by the 
bank’s directors a fte r an audit the 
F riday before C hristm as.

The 
explanation of the db appearance of 
chlorosis has been that the nutri­ 
tion of the modern age is better than 
that of other periods. We have a 
large supply of fresh foods during 
the winter, including fresh meats, 
which was not true in our parents’ 
time, and we also have green vege­ 
tables and fruits with a high iron 
content all the year ’round now. All 
of which goes to prevent the devel­ 
opment of chlorosis. 
Iron Deficiency 
Chlorosis is due to iron deficiency 
and its treatment is very simple; it 
consists in the feeding of iron. The 
argument for the reasons of the 
disappearance of chlorosis, that we 
have more iron in our food now, is 
therefore plausible. 
I am not sure, however, that 
chlorosis has disappeared quite as 
much as we are led to believe. I see 
cases every once in a while in the 
clinic, and I find that they are not 
recognized because the subject of 
chlorosis is not taught emphatically 
ta modern physicians. 
The principal symptoms of chlo­ 
rosis are digestive, consisting of 
loss of appetite and a liking for par­ 
ticular kinds of foods. This appe­ 
tite change may be more cause than 
effect because the foods which are 
orefarred are candy and other proc- 


The examination of the blood, as 
it is done in a routine way by a 
technician in a laboratory, may 
show little indication to a physician 
that chlorosis exists. The old clini­ 
cians who made the diagnosis of 
chlorosis did so because they made 
their own blood examinations, a 
custom, which, unfortunately, in 
modern times has largely gone out 
of fashion. 
Anemia, then. is a problem of 
adolescence which is often over­ 
looked ar.d disregarded. The diag­ 
nosis can he as much on the appear­ 
ance of the child as on technical 
blood examinations. 
I think it is proper to advise, 
however, that in the routine exam­ 
ination of the adolescent, the blood 
should be checked at least once a 
year. 
The other important routine ex­ 
amination of the adolescent is for 
tuberculosis and it is, of course, pos­ 
sible that adolescent anemia may 
have tuberculosis as its causative 
background. 
In all events, there can be no 
harm in careful attention to the 
adolescent’s nutrition, particularly 
with reference to seeing that he has 
plenty of iron in the food. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
K. E. T.: “Have I any reason to 
be worried about running a temp­ 
erature of 99 to IOO, that is, off and 
on, all winter? It is normal in the 
morning and evening. It goes up 
about ll and stays up till 5 o’clock. 
I am not weak and have no cough.” 
Answer; Such a condition cer­ 
tainly demands investigation, in­ 
cluding an x-ray of the chest. It 
suggests a chronic infection, pos­ 
sibly early tuberculosis. Do not 
wait until cough and weakness 
appear.
